Glaspell, Susan JUDD RANKIN'S DAUGHTER Lippincott 
$2.50 
* I liked this tremendously. I had a sense # while reading it - of living 


with the people and the circumstances, of experiencing the sense of frustration at not 
quite knowing what some things meant, of gradually feeling that some of what seemed 
closed doors were, in another sense, doors opened to individual interpretation and 
understanding. It is a story of today - of the kind of people we all know, the kinds 
of experience many of us face. She attempts no solution, leaves a lot to the reader, 
and at times makes it a little difficult to take the hurdle of a rather oblique style. 
A story of an American family; - Frances - "Judd Rankin's daughter" - impetuous, ardent, 
the sort of person it would be fun to know and sometimes difficult to live with; her 
husband, a critic and liberal, living his ideals in a pretty much down-to-earth fashion; 
their two children, the son battling against a difficult and stubborn case of shell 
shock which has turned him against the family and what they stand for, the daughter, 

ee chip off the mother's block, and a grand girl just emerging from adolescence; Judd 
Rankin himself, Iowa farmer-editor, a sort of William Allen White character, who has 
belatedly realized that he isn't the isolationist he thought he was - but just stopped 
doing anything about it, and wrote his biography of a way of life instead; and Aunt 
Adah ~- off stage, but very important in acting as a catalyst for successful people in 
the story, Aunt Adah who was a vivid and exciting person even in her old age. The 
story is less a story of action than of living ~ of facing the war, ‘and what it does 
to people, of points of view in conflict - isolationism, innate fascism, anti-semitism, 
the idealistic against the materialistic, and so on. The people seem real, and not too 
definitely black and white. One feels - on closing the book - that this is a story 
that has perspective quite surprising when written so close to events.

A blend of Nathan (whimsy), Saroyan (idealization of the benevolent bum), 


-handled in basic Anglo-Saxon (Robertson is the interpreter of James Joyce) for an 


idyll which ranges from the wistful to the crude. O/Reilly, returned_soldier and psy- 
choneurotic, on release from the hospital wanders across upstate New York in search of 
a vision which materializes in Livy, a young sculptress and all woman ~- I mean all - 
and a broken down carousel which they restore together. They are confronted by local 
opposition in the form of Van Krampp, who owns the town and resents the opening of the 
carousel; O’Reilly is brow-beaten and jailed, and finally cleared by a spinster Portia. 
This ends this story of the accomplishment of a dream. Whether ephemeral or earthy, 

I found it all rather dull. (P.L. NO!)

Rowe, Fynette THE CHAPIN SISTERS (A.A.Wyn) Current Books

This novel was an Avery Hopwood Award book, but never published, since it 
was the then unpopular novelette length. The author, after a lapse of several years, 
has expanded it to average length, and frankly we feel it would have been better in 
its original form, for it now seems tenuous, thin - and dull. It's the story of two 
sisters and their path to bitter, narrow, unhappy spinsterhood. As girls they were 
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vivacious and energetic enough to get some fun out of life. With added years they 
became more narrow, bored, frustrated and jealous of each other -— and at the end, one 
becomes a religious fanatic and - (this wont be popular) the other a librarian. The 
writing is good, the author successfully creates a gray mood, handles the characters 
expertly. But she lacks the psychological penetration that might redeem it.

Tall, Roald OVER TO YOU Reynal & Hitchcock

In these stories, mostly of fliers and flying, there is a combination of 
humor and easy approach to the more serious aspects of character and perception, an 
affinity for the legendary possibilities of airmen and their tasks. The death of a 
pilot who knew fear; vengeance on a man who killed dogs; a crash and delirium ina 
hospital; a gay crusade of RAF boys to rescue prostitutes from a vicious madame; the 
defense of Greece, and the symbolism of a little Greek girl; a pilot's invasion of 
the Valhalla of fallen planes, his escape into life ~ to be saved only for death; a 
crash — enemy territory or not? - a wife, co-living her husband's flight and his 
death, and dying herself; the certain madnesses that afflict pilots... Some very swell 
stuff for straight reading pleasure, where popular appeal and careful writing combine 


for enjoyment.

Schrag, Otto SONS OF THE MORNING Doub leday,Doran

Veterans' return ~ not to the werld they had pictured and dreamed of while 
they were fighting, but to their old town, still blind and with minds closed to the 
lesson Dave and Bill had learned - of tolerance, ffeedom of action and thought of 
kindness. David, with one leg missing, imports Jaqueline from France, so that they 
may be married and have their farm. It is around her that the storm centers:- the 
many prejudices against foreigners, against communism, against conscientious objectors, 
the childishness of overt acts, of superstition, of gossip, the narrow-mindedness that 
prides itself in isolationism, in misunderstanding. Bill fights back as hard as David 
does - but Jaqueline, with her straight thinking honest attack on those who would ruin 
her chance for happiness in the future, in the one who makes the opportunity for the 
success of their plans. A mixture of bitterness and hope, a balance between near 
surrender and the fight for survival background marriage between allies and obstacles 
to be avercome. Realism thati's not for delicate palates. 


Davis, Clyde Brion THE STARS INCLINE Farrar & Rinehart 
$2.75 

I still look back on the sense of discovery in reading Davis' first book, 
The Anointed, and the feeling of real promise implicit in that hook. So there is a 
distinct feeling of shock to find that The Stars Incline is his ninth book - and once 
again, as in some of the others, it seems in the main autobiographical. Just another 
novel about another newspaperman. This one put down his early roots in Denver - there 
he met the girl he later married, and the girl who really loved him for himself. There 
he won his chance to go on to bigger and better (7?) things. New York City - lost 
opportunities in Washington, passed over to give his wife a chance at her own career - 
an eventual break as he goes to Spain, then to North Africa and Italy. Divorce - 
invalided home - and the party at which he meets his ex-wife and her new husband and 
tells his insistent friends that he knows enough now to know he can't write a book 
about it. The story ends with his calling Joan in Denver. But the story is actually 
a turning back the pages of the past. The book has a ring of authenticity, it re- 
flects many of the attitudes and moods of the years between the wars, the awakening 
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of youth, fettered by the isolation of the mid-west (Nebraska) finding out what makes 
the world tick. Long, slowing-up passages dealing in stream of consciousness manner 
with his thought processes, slow up the pace of the story, but give the book its basic 
soundness. It has that - and a certain vitality, if little originality in either 
matter or manner,

Byrd, Sam HURRY HOME TO MY HEART Houghton, Mifflin

Small Town South was a nostalgic looking backwards over the life in a town 
from which his forebears came - a picking up the threads of memory, of association, 
when - as a fairly successful actor - he goes back to the old town. In this novel he 
again captures the feel of a small town in North Carolina, ina love story of American 
teen-agers during World War II, - a delightful ingenue and a jive-happy sailor - and 
of how they both grew up, she at home, dreading what the future might hold, and he on 
a Normandy beachhead on D-Day. He conveys successfully the innocent enthusiasm and 
hope of youth, the abortive attempts of civilians to understand the veterans. The book 
has the freshness, vitality, emotion of the bobbie-soxers - the impact of violent, 
horrible death on a growing boy, the frustration of the returning boy hero grown wise 
and old beyond his years. Sincere-genuine-imaginative, but keyed more to the youn 
people's own level and those who know them, than to the average adult reader. 


Meeker, Arthur Jr. THE FAR AWAY MUSIC Houghton, Mifflin 
$2.50 

; The author of The Ivory Mtschtef has gone far from his French background 
of the Grand Siecle to Chicago in the 1850's, the thriving bustle of its self-conscious 
development from a crude frontier town to a mid-western commercial center, with its 
accompanying touches of culture and social aspirations. His story revolves around 
the Bascomb family, - clannish, petty, hypocritical, bourgeois. One daughter has 
rebelled against family tyranny long enough to marry an improvident dreamer who listen- 
ed to far away music. The novel opens with his return after seven years' unexplained 
absence - his attempt to win back his wife whom he still loves — his silent battle 
with the everpresent relatives and his final defeat. This battle of the hearts is 
recast in the persons of their two grown daughters, - one who has the spirit of her 
father and elopes with the man of her choice; the other who succumbs to the clan's 
desires. The book ends ona note of unrequited love - the father leaves once again 
for the far away music... Uninspired, pedestrian writing, with a pattern that suggests 
somewhat Tree of Liberty though it lacks the richness of historical background and 
perception of character that made that book distinguished. This one - to be frank ~ 


was often boring.

Stegner, Wallace & ONE NATION Houghton, Mifflin 
The Editors of Look $2.75 


This is a Life «n America prize winner, which may give 1% one boost over 
‘the hurdle that it is “another book about our minority problem". It is more, much more, 
than just another picture book, though it may reach that picture book market for the 
quality and human interest in the very fine photographs that have been brought to- 
gether for tae purpose of making this book. The pictures - and the text - are the re- 
sult of more than a year's survey of the racial and religious stresses in wartime (and, 
we must acknowledge, in peacetime, too). The approach is astonishingly objective - 
Stegner, recognizes where the faults lie, and not always on the side of the accused. 
His plea is not for stereotyped equality, but for equal opportunity. He condemns the 
violation of such rights. He indicates, without undue emphasis, the economic, social, 
religious reasons behind discrimination. He shows - in few but dramatic words - a 
clear relationship - the difference one of degree - to Nazi practices in some things 
that happen in these United States. He traces the patterns of exclusions - segregatior, 
school systems, social and economic discrimination. He indicates signs of hope - of 
progress. He defines what is meant by the term prejudice - what involved therein. And 
- thro¥gh photographs and brief_ihtroductory text before each group of pictures = he 
presents our minorities, - the Pacific races, the Mexicans and Spanish-Americans, the 
Indians, the Negroes, the Catholics, the Jews. He treads on lots of toes - but - in 
the brevity of the bonk ~ may reach many hearts.

Hough,Capt- Donald & BIG DISTANCE Duell, Sloan « Pearce 
Arnold, Capt. Elliott $3.00 - 
This might be called another Battle Report of Army Air force in the Paci- 
fic. I don't think it can be surpassed. There doubtless will be numerous booksshow- 
ing in more intimate detail one phase or another of the grueling battle back to victory, 
starting with. the makeshifts of the early defeats and their aftermath, ending with 
victory in sight and Leyte again ours. It's all there ~- a sober record in terms of 
men and machines - a miracle of achievement against the anachronisms of the Pacific - 
the most modern arm, the most primitive setting. The 5th and the 13th Army Air Forces, 
air men and ground crews, anecdotes of different outfits, with the Jolly Rogers and 
the 49er's coming in for a generous slice of space throughout. Richard Bong ~ with 
his unbelievable record, Buzz Wagner, McGuire, Tennille and many others, in brief un- 
sentimentalized profile - men against odds, and winning. There's General Kenney, in- 
spired leader with the genius for improvisation that made the air force achieve the 
impossible against an enemy to whom the unexpected was the greatest hazard, There's 
the team play - there's a lot of fairly technical strategy and tactics - there's a 
sense of integrating pattern which we rarely get in reading history-in-the-making. And 
the whole is livened by a gift for picking anecdotes out of the groove - stories such 
as the White King of New Britain - stories of strange jungle rescues ~ the story of the 
Marine General and his private bombings. There's humor and pathos ~ and grim reality.

Finer, Herman ROAD TO REACTION Little, Brown 
$2.00 

An exciting book - and a much-needed one, - the atomic bomb to explode 
the thesis of the reactionaries' Mein Kamp, Hayek's Road to Serfdom. fhose un- 
familiar with Hayek will find him fairly quoted (examination of the original proves 
this) ~ and Finer has convicted him with his own words, as he takes him apart with a 
surgeon's scalpel. He accuses him - he condemns him for distortion of truth, misuse 
of quotations, actually having an antipathy for democracy where the people dare plan. 
He shows how Hayek calls planning socialism, communism, collectivism, totalitarianism, 
fascism indiscriminately. And in final analysis, he proves that Hayek endorses an auto- 
cratic rather than democratic rule-yes, even the good old days in Germany. Finer 
accuses Hayek of manipulating facts to prove that any plan is an imposed thing: and 
cannot spring from vitals of a democratic people. And throughout - while tearing down 
the thesis of reaction, Finer substitutes a positive argument for democracy, freedom 
of thought, expression for the majority as well as the minority.

Wheeler, Keith WE ARE THE WOUNDED Dutton 

$2.50 

The Pacific Is My Beat ~ November 1943 - revealed Keith Wheeler as an 

Ernie Pyle with a tougher typewriter, as he shared his experiences from Dutch Harbor 
te the Southwest Pacific ina very human story. Now - in a book about those men for 
whom the war is not over - and about some for whom the war will never be over — he 
writes another very human book in terms of the wounded, and he speaks from personal 
experience of months of hospitalization after Iwo Jima. He was lucky; two first rate 
doctors were in practically the next foxhole when he "got his" - literally in the neck 
and jaw ~ and so he didn't bleed to death. He was taken very quickly from beach to 
ship - and later from hospital ship to shore hospital and then by plane to the big 
base hospital above Pearl Harbor. He was sick enough to be able to share the mental 
experience of being wounded seriously; he recovered sufficiently to be able to cap- 
ture the mood and spirit and experience of others with whom he made contact. And he 
has reported it as he found it - with its grimness, its fears, its horrors - and its 
hope. He doesn't spare the reader - and if at times it seems hard to take, remember 
we are only reading about it. Here in operation you see the selfless dedication of 
doctors and nurses - and patients who are getting better and can do their share; you 
see, too, some of those not so dedicated; you realize what strides. medicine has made, 
and how science - and humanity - have improved the chances for the wounded over the 
last war. You see, too, the price that is paid - and appreciate in small measure the 
gallantry of those who pay. All types of battle casualties are discussed, and drama- 
tized in human terms. For this reason the book should carry more weight than more 
impersonal books such as Maisel's Miracles of Military Medicine. 


PROBLEMATICAL BOOKS - Non-fiction

Bennett, Lowell PARACEUTE TO BERLIN Vanguard 
: $2.50 
The first war correspondent to be shot down over Germany and live to tell 
his story writes feelingly of his imprisonment, his attempts to escape through the 
underground, his final repatriation from a Baltic prison camp on the tide of Russian 
advance. During his period of captivity he was taken on tour of the country by a 
sentimental young German who wished to impress Bennett with his nation's kultur, -and 
he succeeded. Denying any ulterior propaganda purposes, Bennett describes the cities 
he saw, asserts that the RAF leader Harris favored vengeful morale bombing of un- 
strategic areas to the tac! ical bombing of military targets. He claims that the re- 
sult was the creation of fanaticism in the civilian population. He even accepts the 
barbaric treatment of war prisoners as retailiation in kind. His view of the con- 
quering Russians is - in contrast ~ less prejudiced. Strange book for this market.

Bernadotte, Count Folke THE CURTAIN FALLS Knopf 
$2.00 

A view of Nazi Germany in the last few months of its death throes through 
the eyes of the Swedish Count Bernadotte. Here is a personal record of his meetings 
with Himmler, Schellenberg and other high Nazi officials - descriptions of these men 
making last desperate attempts to vindicate their savagery - glimpses of the horror 
and stench of prison camps. Bernadotte deals with events which led up to Himmler's 
abortive attempt to go over the head of Hitler and surrender to the Western Allies 
only. Despite Eisenhower's demand for unconditional surrender and his own country's 
neutrality, Bernadotte's concern seems largely with the fate of his country and the 
immediate status of Scandinavian prisoners of war in the peace terms proposed by 
Himmler than in bringing about the V-E day for which the world was waiting. Here's 
a humanitarian self revealed as petty and personal, an anomaly in dealing in inter- 
national politics. 

October 15 


Teller, Walter Magnes & WHAT IS FARMING? VanNostrand 
Larson, Gustav E. $2.95 


Mr. Teller was co-author with Alston Waring of Roots in the Earth (1943)- 
and writes out of personal experience and practical background on the subject of farm- 
ing as a way of life. With veterans confronted with a problem of a livelihood, farm- 
ing is again and again considered, even by those with no practical experience behind 
them. This book should provide a useful check on ignorance - a practical how-to-~ 
decide-whether-or-not-to-do-it, rather than a book about actual procedure. The quali- 
fications of the individual - the problems of finance and credit - the choice of pur- 
chase, rent or working for another - the selection of a farm - the decision as to 
what kind of farm - all this is approached realistically. There is some rathér ele-- 
mentary information about plants, crops, types of farming, raising vegetables, fruits, 
livestock, poultry, of farm forestry, of special crops. There is some sound advice 
on agencies that help the farmer. And some sketchy data on marketing. The best part 
of the book deals with actual charts of costs ~ expectations, etc. Not an exhaustive 
handling of the subject, but should serve a useful purpose in outlining the opportu- 
nities and how to get started. 


Katz, Adele T. CHALLENGE TO MUSICAL TRADITION ! Knopf 
$5.00 


Some background is necessary for the reader of this bock - so the market 
will be primarily for students of musical composition and for trained musicians. It 
is a sound, highly specialized analysis of the development of musical composition 
from the 17th century to modern times.

The present world conflict 
has awakened him to certain changes in military technique, but has made no dent on 
his ideological isolationism and prejudices. In this evaluation of World War II and 
its post war implications, there are indications of as complete a collection of buga- 
boos as the worst Christian Front tradition could supply. Barely disguised as ration- 
alism, we meet white supremacy, anti-semitism, anti-heathen-Chinese, anti-Soviet, 
anti-world cooperation, anti-fovernment ‘meddling’, extreme nationalism - evidence all 
of a hostile militaristic caste mind. We exalts the Prussian military. product as en- 
dowed with Christian virtues of loyalty, self-sacrifice, discipline, and deplores the 
crude caralizing of these virtues into mistaken directions. A large slice of the book 
develops the thesis that technology plays an increasingly important part, with mechani- 
zation on the war fronts. Perhaps it is fortunate that this concentration on the 
technical aspects of armed might will result in this book appealing to a fairly limi- 
ted and specialized market. We trust future peace does not lie in such hands.
